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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

The  second  es timate  of  the  Argentine  wheat  crop  is  21,2^0,000  bushels  less 
than  the  first  estimate  made  in  November.    The  crop  is  now  placed  at  19^,073,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  150,641,000  bushels  last  year.    The  second  estimate  of 
flax  reduces  the  crop  from  60,270,000  bushels  to  1+6,297,000  bushels.    The  oats 
estimate  is  increased. 

The  probable  wheat  crop  of  Australia,  according  to  commercial  reports  is  in- 
creased over  previous  estimates. 

Total  sowings  of  winter  wheat  so  far  reported  are  500,000  acres  greater  than 
last  year.     The  total  area  sown  reported  to  date  amounts  to  109,930,000  acres  as 
compared  with  109,^80,000  acres  in  1921.    These  figures  cover  reports  from  ten 
countries  and  represent  approximately  53  Per  cent  of  the  world's  total  winter  and 
spring  wheat  area,  exclusive  of  Russia. 

Total  sowings  of  wjnt er  rye  so  far  reported  are  277,000  acres  less  than  last 
year.    The  total  area  reported  in  6  countries  amounts  to  22,220,000  acres  and 
represents  over  5C  per  cent  of  the  total  world  rye  area,  winter  and  spring,  ex- 
cluding Russia. 

'■'■inter  wheat  area  in  I taly  has  increased  possibly  5  Per  cent,  according  to 
commercial  report.    An  increased  yield  is  hoped  for  as  a  result  of  a  more  scienti- 
fic selection  of  seed  and  the  use  of  phosphates.    The  condition  of  the  crop  is 
favorable. 

The  condition  of  the  winter  wheat  crop  is  reported  to  be  good  in  France, 
Germany  and  Poland.     Favorable  reports  are  also  received  from  the  Canadian  Province 
of  Ontario  and  the  Chinese  Province  of  Yunnan.    n0  recent  reports  are  available 
on  conditions  in  other  regions  of  these  two  countries. 

PROLUCTION  NOTES. 

The  world  production  of  wheat  and  rye ,  as  far  as  reported  is  slightly 
greater  than  last  year.     It  is  estimated  at  3,390,937,000  bushels,  including  the 
figures'  for  I922  in  the  northern  hemisphere  and  for  1922-23  in  the  southern  hemis- 
phere.   Russia,  the  principal  country  for  which  no  report  is  available,  produced 
about  27  per  cent  of  the  world's  combined  crop  of  wheat  and  rye  in  the  period 
1909-13. 

The  total  production  of  wheat  in  30  co^tries  and  rye  in  19  countries  for 
which  comparable  figures  are  available  amounts  to  3,797,735,000  bushels,  in  I92I 
the  production  of  the  same  countries  amounted  to  3,731,50^,000  bushels  and  in  1909" 1} 
to  3,  7 7*+, 5^2, 000  bushels,    I  n  the  United  States  and  Canada  the  combined  production 
of  wheat  and  rye  is  15  per  cent  greater  than  the  I92.I  production  and  50  per  cent 
greater  than  in  the  period  I9C9-I3.    The  production  of  Europe  on  the  other  hand  is 
Ik  per  cent  less  than  last  year  and  2k  per  cent  less  than  in  the  period  I9O9-I3. 
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PRODUCTION  NOTES ,  - CODT 1  D. 

The  rye  production  of  all  countries  reporting  in  the  northern  hemisphere  in 
1322  and  in  the  southern  hemisphere  in  1922-23  amounted  to  7-9*+>ol9 ,000  bushels. 
The  production  of  13  countries  for  which  comparable  figures  are  available  amounts 
to    7 84, 7 21  ,.000  bushels  as  compared  with  601,303  ,000  bushels  for  the  same  countries 
in  I32I  and  an  average  of  929,379  > 000  bushels  during  the  period  1309-13.     Of  these 
amounts  Europe  produced  in.'.  13 22,  656 ,851 :  ,0C0"busheis  or  about  8 4  per  cent  of  the 
total;  in  IS 21,  718 ,173 ,0,00.  bushels  or  about  .  96  per'  cent,  and  in  the  period  1909-13 
891,192,000  bushels  or  about  9S  per  cent.  '  Rus  sia/ is  the  chief  rye  producing 
country  for  which  no  recent  figures  are  available.*    In  the  period  I9C9-I3  her  rye 
crop  was  nearly  as  large  '.as  .all  the  other  countries  put  together. 

The  rice  crop  of  British  India  is  ^^creased  according  to  the  second  fore- 
cast, being^eg  timated  at  about  35 21,000 ypounds  as  compared  with  an  estimate  of 
65,836 ,000 ypounds  according  to  the  forecast  of  the  same  date,  last  year. 

The  indi  ao  pro  auction  of  British  India  is  -  about  11  per  cent  less  than  last 
year,  the  total  crop  amounting  to  6,115,200  pounds. 

The  pasture  area  .of  . Canada  lias  been  decreasing  steadily  during  the  past  five 
.years,  amounting  to  9»695*OOQ  acres  in  1922,  as  compared  with  11, 3 33 > 000  acres  in 
1918. 

Final  estimates  of  production  in  Canada,  show  reductions  in  all  crops  from 
the  estimate  of  November  9,  except  alfalfa  and  sugar  beets. 

TRADE,  MARKET'  .ANT)  'PRICE  NOTES. 

The  import  duty  on  breads  tuffs  in  Italy  has  been  reduced  materially  accord- 
ing to  a  decree  re  cent ly  .announced,  as  published  in  a  commercial  report.  The  duty 
on  wheat  flour  is  reduced  from  08.6  cents  to  25*8  cents  per  barrel  and  on  ma  car  on  i 
and    wheat  paste^from  $1.4-01  to  $0,35  Per  hundred  pounds. 

The  export  duty  on  corn  in  Yugoslavia  has  been  reduced  from  150  dinars  per 
100  hilos  to  1+0  dinars"  according  to  a  commercial  report.    This  would  be  equivalent 
to  a  reduction  from  32*9  cents  to  8. J  cents  per  bushel  at  the  prevailing  rate  of 
exchange.     It  is  expected  that  shipments  amounting  to  300,000  tons  will  be  made. 

E^cp  or  ts  of  rye  have  '  increased  from  both  the  Unite  a  States  and  Canada.  In 
1922  the  United  States  shipped  48 -,000., 000  bushels  of  rye  to  foreign  countries,  as 
compared  with  30,000,000  bushels  in  I92I,  or  an  increase  of  58  per  cent.  During 
the.  first  eleven  months  of  1922  exports  of  rye  from  Canada  amounted  to  approximate- 
ly 8,000,000  bushels,  more  than  double  her  exports  for  the  whole  year  of  .1321. 

Germany  shows  a  bia  increase  in  imports  of  rye.    The  total  imports  for  such 
months  as  are  available  would  indicate'  that  at  least  three  tir.es  as  much  rye  was 
imported  in  1322  as  in  1321.     Imports  for  ten  months,  1322,  amounted  to  approximate 
ly  16,000,000  bushels.  ' 
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TRADE,  MARKET  AND  FRIGE  NOTES, -CONTINUED. 

British  -prices  for  raw  wool  are  out  of  line  with  the  price  of  manufactured 
woolens,  according  to  the  London  Daily  Telegraph  of  January  29.    while  the  present 
demand  for  raw  wool  is  good,  the  demand  for  fully  manufactured  goods  is  poor. 

Flax  and  linseed  are  amon^  the  most  imp or tant  exports  of  Latvia.  3elgium, 
England  and  France  take  most  of  the  flax  and  Russia  most  of  the  linseed.    The  flax 
trade  of  Latvia  is  a  Government  monopoly.    It  is  reported,  however,  the  the  Govern- 
ment sale  of  flax  has  proved  very  costly,  expenses  amounting  sometimes  to  15  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  the  flax  and  consuming  the  profits.    It  is  "believed  that  a  re- 
turn of  distribution  to  private  hands  would  result  in  more  extensive  flax  cultivation 
in  Latvia. 

Egyptians  can  new  sell  cotton  in  the  United  States  by  parcel  post  samples, 
according  to  an  order  of  the  United  States  Fost  Office  Department  which  permits 
parcel  post  samples  of  cotton  from  Egypt  tc  be  accepted  for  dispatch  if  first  address- 
ed to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.    The  Department  of  Agriculture 
examines  each  parcel  and  disinfects  it  if  necessary,  after  which  it  is  delivered  to 
the  final  addressee.    Heretofore  American  importers  of  Egyptian  cotton  have  been 
compelled  tc  purchase  their  cotton  on  description  and  later  to  verify  by  samples 
forwarded  by  express.    The  trade  has  found  this  system  very  cumbers  ace.    The  order 
of  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department  came  into  effect  on  November  IS,  1922 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Federal  Her ti cultural  Soar d. 

British  butter  supplies  are  getting  low,  accordin0  to  the  London  Times  of 
January  2?  and  it  is  expected  that  the  price  will  rise  considerably  towards  the  be- 
ginning of  March.    The  reasons  given  include  the  difficulty  of  getting  Irish  supplies 
over,  the  drought  in  certain  parts  of  Australia,  and  the  fact  that  the  making  of 
cheese  is  being  found  more  profitable  than  butter  in  New  Zealand. 

Price  offered  in  British  markets  for  boxed  apples  showei  some  improvement 
during  the  week  ending  February  17  with  a  general  hardening  of  prices  for  barreled 
stock* 

Canadian  cattle  prices  are  strengthening,  according  to  the  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce  as  a  result  of  the  reduction  of  ocean  freight  rates  on  cattle  and  the 
impending  removal  of  Great  Britain's  embargo  against  Canadian  cattle  on  April  1. 
High- class  animals  are  in  great  demand,  indicating  an  improvement  in  the  stock 
raising  industry. 

Total  exports  of  pork  and  pork  products  from  the  United  States  were  less  in 
1922  than  in  1Q21.    This  decrease  was  due  to  smaller  shipments  of  bacon  and  lard. 
The  exports  of' bacon  amounted  to  only  170,913  short  tons,  as  compared  with  207, 67S 
tons  during  I92I.    Lard  exports  amounted  to  383,^75  tons,  as  compared  with  U3I+/4U7 
tons.    Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders,  however,  totaled  1^,307  tons  as  compared  with 
Il6,l62  tons  in  1921,  while  those  of  pickled  pork  amounted  to  19,31^  tons  as  compared 
with  16 t^2X  tons  during  the  previous  year.
